The question pre- 
sented by the precedent condition in- 
cludes a» the writer believes an at 
tempt to delegate legislative power by 
the legislature to the people of Reno, 
which is not within the powers of leg- 
islative bodies to do. There are lim- 
its to legislative authority, and to 
rights vested in a legislature. 


A law-making body cannot delegate 


its authority or power to make laws, 
or call the people to its aid in any par- 
ticular in connection with lawm&king. 


The reasons against any delegation 


of law-making power by a legislature 
under our system are so many that it 
would require much time and space to 
make any reasonable portion of them 
known. 


The chief reason among the many 


there an against any delegation of 
power to the people by a legislature is 
tbat it cannot return to the people the 
authority or any part of it which it 
received from them to make laws.

railway running through the camp, 
wbtoh tervee as a dally mall and tbs 
newe of the world. 


We nave the mines here, beyond any
